Harrisburg:,Dec. 27.—(A P)—Ill­ 
ness has added to the trouble of 
the State Motor Vehicles Bureau at 
the start of the annual last-week 
rush* for automobile licenses. 
One hundred and nineteen em­ 
ployes, representing 14 per cent of 
the bureau’s working force, were 
absent, with colds and influenza, 
while a record number of applica­ 
tions, 75,000,

Wednesday.

bureau is admittedly swamped and
